From Honey Lake valley, southwest, 
a lonely road of twenty-eight miles, 
with only a sheep herder’s cabin or so 
the whole distance, takes one gradually 
over a lofty, rugged mountain range, 
near four thousand feet high ; then again 
as gradually down into a beautiful, 
oasis.like region, called Indian Valley 
—a many-branched meadow, twenty 
miles long, indeterminate in width, from 
a quarter to a number of miles, accord- 


‘ing as the measurement is extended up 


lovely off-shoots. All this valley is 
well farmed, mostly in grass and wheat, 
with three central places of business, or 
towns — Taylorsville, Greenville, and 
Crescent City. There is regular ap- 
pointment for preaching in these places 
by a Methodist minister, with a church 
in each of the two places first named. 

The road goes out of this valley down 
one of the grandest canyons in the 
Sierras, along the Feather river, right 
through the real backbone of the moun- 
tains. Turning south along the sides of 
this lofty range, crossing spurs and ra- 
vines for another twenty miles, the 
traveler comes out into another beauti- 
ful valley, similar to the other, and 
called American Valley. The whole is 


well cultivated by good farmers, with | 
one business center as a town, called 


Quincy, the shire town of Plumas coun- 
ty. They have one Methodist church, 
and somewhat regular preaching. 


The road here turns southeast, through 
two or three little villages, up a long 
ravine, between abrupt, forest-covered 
mountains, ascending over an elevated 
range—down again, to cross the deep 


canyon of Nelson Point, soon again to 


ascend one of the highest mountains 
over which a road passes in the state, 
(between eight and nine thousand feet) 
winding along the lofty ridge, above 
banks of snow—some forty-five miles in 
all, to La Porte, on the branch of the 
Yuba river. Here the snow of winter 
has been known to fall eighteen feet 
deep on the level, and drift to depths 
uncertain. Here, and in this region, 
hydraulic mining is carried forward 
with great energy and to vast extent. 
Miles in length of the mountains, some- 
times a quarter or even a half mile in 
width, and in places two hundred and 
more feet in depth, have been washed 
away and poured down into the canyons. 

The old towns of these high mining 
regions have been much diminished in 
inhabitants, but very greatly improved 
in the size, beauty, surroundings, fur- 
nishings and every convenience of their 
dwellings. Yet, perhaps nowhere among 
them does religious interest increase 
with these improvements in home com- 
forts. At La Porte they have a good 
Methodist church building ; but neither 
here nor in the whole region did we 
learn of any preaching, or even of a 
Sabbath-school. Still, we judge that 
this pleasant town of La Porte bas forty 
families, besides being adjacent to five 
or six other towns, within eight miles of 
it, nearly or quite as large. 

From here, crossing three immense 
canyons, we came, by Scales Diggings 
and Brandy City, to Camptonville, on 
the Middle Yuba. This pleasant and 
once famous old mining town has most- 
ly exhausted its mines; yet it occupies 
a point for enough trade with surround- 
ing regions to give it a living. It is 
largely embowered in peach, appie, pear, 
plum and cherry trees, being at the 
right elevation for the best of mountain 
fruit. This town has a good public 
school, of some ninety pupils, and a 
worthy teacher, who acts as a local 
Baptist minister, preaching once each 
Sabbath ¢o the approval of all. _ 

Crossing another great canyon, we 
visited San J uan, Sebastopol, Sweetland 
and Beech Hill. One Methodist church 
at the first is all the public worship they 
observe. Yet at the last, in a school 
house, a pleasant Sabbath-school is suc- 
cessfully carried forward, mostly by 
one elderly Welsh gentleman, Thos. H. 
Davis, near seventy-three years. old, 
Through all these regions some eopies 
of the noble old Paturic are yet taken, 
and spoken of: with expressions of at- 


tachment which prove its real worth. : 


remain, and encourages all efforts for 
good. | 

Another twelve miles over ridges and 
across another deep canyon, full four- 
teen hundred feet deep, brings the trav- 
eler to feel himself again in a land of 
civilization, at Nevada City. This is a 
large, ornamented, flourishing mountain 
town, with everything beautiful in it- 
self, while also surrounded by a country 
of farms, with pastures, meadows, grain 
fields, orchards and gardens of vines 
and trees. Still, we are yet. in. the 
mountains, full eighteen. hundred feet 
above tide water. The surface of the 
country is varied with hills, valleys, slop- 
ing grounds, and dense pine groves, the 
second growth after the removal of the 
old heavy forests. It is a region of ex- 
cellent air, healthy, invigorating, dry in 
summer—one of the best for pulmonary 
affections. It must ever be a settled 
country, and here Christian institutions 
may be nourished with a confidence of 
permanence. 


Nevada City has a population of over 


two thousand inhabitants, largely set- 
tled families. They have a first-class 
city high school, with lower grades, and 
churches with good edifices—Congrega- 
tional, Methodist, Episcopalian, Baptist, 
African and Roman. The first has gen- 
erally had a good resident pastor, but 
just at this time, by the resignation of 
Rev. Mr. Sims, they are without stated 
preaching. Their congregations have 


} been large, the church membership is a 


little over one hundred, and their Sab- 


bath-school numbers one hundred and 


fifty. The Episcopalians have lately 
changed their rector, and are setting 
out anew. The Baptists are without a 
pastor. The Methodists, under their 
worthy appointee, Rev. Mr. Urmey, are 
holding on their good way, yet encum- 
bered by a heavy debt. The Africans 
are few in numbers. The Romanists 
have a large building, yet are not very 
numerous. Mining in the region is be- 
coming that of deep, permanent quartz 
veins, three or four of which are paying 
well, and a large number are being pros- 
pected. 


Sabbath-school Lesson. 


For Sunday, September 29th, 1878— 


Luke xii: 24—40. 
Review. 

Introductory. — The author of this 
gospel is Luke, who is supposed to have 
written under the direction of the Apos- 
tle Paul. Luke was a physician by 
profession, the missionary companion of 
Paul, and is the writer not only of the 
gospel which bears his name, but also 
that continuation of it entitled “‘Acts of 
Apostles.” 

Lesson I had for its subject “ The 
Birth of Christ the Lord.” (Luke ii: 8- 
20.) We there learned that Christ was 
born at Bethlehem. His birth was an. 
nounced to the shepherds by an angel, 
who, in company with a choir of angels, 
sang a beautiful song ; when they re- 
turned to heaven, and the shepherds 
went back to their flocks, full of grati- 
tude and joy. We then learned that 
the advent of Christ brings glory to 


God, joy to angels, and salvation to 


men. Whence it is called the Gospel, 
the good news, the glad tidings of sal- 
vation. 

Lesson II had for its subject ‘* The 
Childhood of Jesus,” and is found in 
Luke ii: 40-52. We there saw that 
Jesus, though born in Bethlehem, spent 
his childhood in Nazareth. When he 
was a boy twelve years of age, his par- 
ents took him with them to Jerusalem, 
because at that age Jewish boys became 
“sons of the law’’—that is, were ex- 
pected to observe its requirements. On 
their return they missed him, and when 
they went back to Jerusalem, looking 
and inquiring for him, to their astonish- 
ment they found him in the Temple, 
asking the learned doctors questions, 
and listening to their answers. He dis- 
played even then a penetration and 
depth of knowledge which astonished 
all who heard him,’ He returned, how- 
ever, with Jcseph and Mary, and con- 
tinued to reside at Nazareth for about 
eighteen years longer. We there learned 
what a beautiful example of filial obe- 


dience Christ ;left; for all, children to 
follow. 


15-22.) Wethere saw that John was 
the son of Zacharia and Elizabeth, and 
was the forerunner of the Messiah. His 
testimony concerning Jesus was, that he 
should baptize them with the Holy 
Ghost and with fire. When John was 
baptizing at the river Jordan, Jesus 
came also to be baptized; but John at 
first. was unwilling, because he recog- 
nized Jesus as his superior. Jesus, how- 
ever, insisted on being baptized, not be- 
cause he had need of repentance, but 
because he came to fulfill all the re- 
quirements of the law, as well as to suf.- 
fer its penalty for us. When the people 
had been pretty much all baptized, and 
John’s ministry was about ended, he 
had given a stern though just reproof 
to Herod, and for this the tyrant had 
thrown him into prison. Afterwards, 
at the instigation of a base woman, 
whom John’s fidelity had offended, 
Herod caused him to be beheaded in 
prison. He thus died a martyr to his 
convictions of duty, and his fearlessness 
in performing it. From all this we learn 
that we should bear our testimony for 
Christ at all times and under all cir- 
cumstances. 


Lxsson IV _ was a view of ‘‘ Jesus at 
Nazareth.” (Luke iv: 16-30.) After 
Jesus had been baptized, and after en- 
during the Temptation in the Wilder. 
ness, he returned into Galilee. The fol- 
lowing Sabbath, at Nazareth, he attend- 
ed the synagogue service in the town, 
and preached a sermon from the Scrip- 
ture lesson for the day. It was the 
propheey of Isaiah Ixi: 1-11, which 
Jesus expounded and applied to him- 
self. His hearerg were astonished, and 
said, “‘ Is not this the carpenter’s son ?” 
But Jesus reminded them that no proph- 
et is accepted in his own country. ~He 
referred to the cases of Elijah and Eli- 
sha, who, in their own day, were not re- 


ceived by their countrymen. At this his 


townsmen were enraged, and weré bent 
on his destruction; but Jesus escaped 
by a miracle out of their hands. From 
this we learned that it is our duty to 
attend public worship, and that the truth 
often offends and embitters those whom 
it does not enlighten and convert. 


Lesson V was on “ The Draught of 
Fishes.” (Luke v: 1-11.) By this 
time Jesus had left Nazareth as a place 
of abode, and fixed his residence at 
Capernaum. Here, after addressing 
&@ multitude on the shore of the Lake 
of Gennesaret, he caused his disciples to 
take a miraculous draught of fishes, 
He directed Simon to push his boat out 
into deep water, in the day-time — the 
time and place least likely to find any 
fish. But the result was such an enor- 
mous overhaul that they were unable 
to bring them to land without assist- 
ance. The effect on Simon was to 
make him feel that Jesus was too great 
and holy a man to have for his asso- 
ciates such simple men as he was. 
But Jesus-encouraged him, and assured 
him that he should henceforth take men 
instead of fish. The result was that 
they all left everything they had and 
followed Jesus as his disciples. From 
this we learn that the preacher of the 
Gospel is a fisher of men, and that our 
success should lead us to follow Christ 
more fully. - 

Lesson VI had for its subject “The 
Centurion’s Faith.” (Luke vii: 1- 
10.) Jesus had just ended his sermon 
on the Mount. From the mountain he 
had descended and entered Capernaum. 
While there a request was brought 
him from a ‘Roman officer, to come and 
heal a sick servant whom he valued 
highly. The reason given by the Jew- 
ish elders who brought his request, why 
our Lord should go, was, that this cffic- 
er was a friend of the Jewish race, and 
had built the synagogue of which they 
were the elders. Upon hearing their 
statement, Jesus went with them. Be- 
fore his arrivai, however, the centurion 
sent him another message, to the effect 
that it was unnecessary to take the 
trouble to come, and that, at any rate, 
he was unworthy to receive him into bis 
house; but that if Jesus would just say 
the word, the disease would leave his 
servant. When Jesus heard this» he 
was astonished at finding greater faith 
in this Gentile officer {than he had 


en. 


in vain, for the servant was at once re- 
stored to health. His restoration was 
due to the miraculous power of Christ 
over all the elements. The lesson to 
be derived from this is that a kind re- 
gard for servants and dependents is not 
only a duty, but an ornament of the 
Christian character; and that Christ 
makes our faith the measure of his 
blessing. 

Lesson VIL was on “ The Widow 
of Nain.” (Luke viii: 11-18.) Wenext 


‘find Jesus on his way to the village of 


Nain, in the southern part of Galilee, 
about eighteen or twenty miles from 
Capernaum. As they were going up 
the defile, or canyon, at the head of 
which the village was located, they met 
a funeral procession coming out of the 
gate. What made the case peculiarly 
distressing was that the woman who was 
the chief mourner had been doubly be- 
reaved, having lost her husband some 
time before, and now her only son. She 
was a widow and childless. The tender 
heart of Jesus was moved, and he spoke 
to the woman sympathetically and kind- 
ly, telling her not to weep. He then 
stopped the procession, and there per- 
formed a most stupendous miracle, 
With a single word he recalled the soul 
of the young man and restored him to 
life. He sat up and began to speak, and 
our Savior gave him back to his mother. 
The effect on the people was overwhelm- 
ing, and they recognized in him a visi- 
tation from.the Almighty. We here 
see how Christ can call spiritual life 
of those dead in trespasses and sin. He 
is the resurrection and life; and by his 
divine power he will at last raise all the 
dead to life. 


Lesson VIII brings to view ‘‘ The 
Friend of Sinners.” (Luke vii: 40- 
50.) We are here introduced to one of 
the few instances in which our Lord re- 
ceived any-kind of civility or hospitali- 
ty from the Pharisees of his day. One 
of their number invited him to dine with 
him. While reclining at his meal in 
the Pharisee’s house, a poor, simple, but 
penitent woman entered the room, and 
passing along behind them till she came 
to Jesus, she began to weep. Her tears 
fell upon his feet, seeing which, she used 
the long and beautiful tresses of her 
hair to wipe them, when she broke an 
alabaster box and anointed his feet with 
the fragrant perfume, not daring to ap- 
proach his head. The self-righteous 
Pharisee, witnessing this, attributed it 
to our Lord’s supposed ignorance of the 
previous character of the woman, which 
would prove fatal to his claims to be 
the Messiah, and was secretly congratu- 
lating himself on having detected an 
impostor, when our Lord at once dis 
pelled the illusion by answering the un- 
spoken thoughts of his own heart. He 
reminded Simon of his neglect of the 
ordinary civilities due to a guest, which 
had been in a measure supplied by this 
poor penitent, whom he bade go, with 
the assurance that her sins were forgiv- 
This shows us that even the secret 
thoughts of the heart are known to the 


) Savior, and that the lowest and most 


despised penitent will not be repulsed by 
him. 

Lesson [IX was on “ The Return of 
the Seventy.” (Luke x: 17-24,) The 
mission on which the seventy were sent 
forth was to visit the towns and villages 
which Jesus himself intended to visit 
in the coarse of his ministry. It differ- 
ed from that of the twelve in being lim- 
ited and temporary in its character. 
The report they made on their return 
was that even more power had been 
given them than had been promised, 
for even the evil spirits or demons were 
subject to them. Our Lord’s seply was 
that the machinations of Satan were all 
known to him, and he counseled them 
to rejoice not so. much in the exercise 
of power over Satan as that their names 
were written in heaven. Our Savior ex- 
pressed his own joy that all things are 
done according to God’s will, and assur- 
ed his disciples that they enjoyed favors 
and advantages which the greatest and 


best men of the olden time had desired 
in vain. One great lesson to be learned | j 


from this subject is that the highest 
cause of joy to us is that our names are 
written in heaven in the Book of ‘Life. 


sioned by the self-conceited questioning 
of a certain Jewish lawyer, or teacher. 
The conduct of the priest and Levite 
was unneighborly, while that of the Sa- 
maritan was neighborly. Mere contigu- 
ity of place does not make a neighbor ; 
but the spirit of obliging, self-sacrificing 
kindness. We see, then, that our love 
must be universal, as our neighbor is 
our fellow-man in need. 

Lzsson XI teaches us the duty of 
“ Tmportunity in Prayer.” To illustrate 
this subject, our Lord relates the para- 
ble of the man who went to a friend by 
night for a favor. Importunity obtain- 
ed what friendship failed to get. The 
great truth taught in this lesson is, that 
we should be importunate in prayer. 

Lesson XII is a “ Warning against 
Covetousness,” A certain covetous 
person had requested our Lord to make 
his brother divide the property with. 
him as he wished. Our Lord’s reply 
was, that he had nothing to do with 
such matters. He then warned his dis- 
ciples against covetousness, which is a 
breach of the tenth commandment. To 
illustrate the folly of it, he related the 
parable of the Rich Fool, showing that 


earthly blessings may become a snare, 


if the heart is not kept above them.

Miss Talcott’s School. 


REPORT OF THE KOBE (JAPAN) SCHOOL, 
FOR THE YEAR ‘ENDING JUNE, 1878, 


We have had in our school during the 


past year fifty-four pupils, though not 
more than forty-four at any one time ; 
and, on the whole, both teachers and 
scholars have been so “blessed in respect 
to health that there has been from sick- 
ness no material interruption of study. 

Among the changes of the past year 
we note the marriage of three of the 
pupils; one to the acting pastor of the 
Tamondori Church, one to the pastor of 
the Naniwa Church, and one to a Chris- 
tian merchant in Kobe. The three 
were Christian girls, and had already 
won the love and respect of the young 
men they married ; and we hope each 
will be a source of light to the circle in 
which she moves. 

Six have united with the church dur- 
ing the year, and two more are candi- 
dates for admission at the next commu- 
nion. This makes eleven—soon to be 
thirteen—members of the church now 
left in the school. 

Besides the addition in numbers, we 
have noticed a growth in Christian char- 
acter and faithfulness in discharge of 
daily duties which has ‘been most en- 
couraging. 

Of the results of the year’s work we 
know little, of course ; they are yet in 
the future. But the evidences already 
manifest, of a strong inflaence over un- 
christian parents and other friends, are 
very gratifying. Their Japanese teach- 
er, a native of Sanda, and a frequent visit- 
or there, reports the letters of the Sanda 
girls in the school as telling where other 
influences have apparently failed. One 
of the girls received a letter from home 
near the close of the year, saying they 
hoped to send her a new garment in a 
few days. She replied: “I am not 
needing a new garment, and only ask 
that all of you will goto church and 
learn to know and love the Savior, But 
if you really had decided on sending me 


pew garment, and wouldn’t mind 


sending its value in money instead, I 
should be glad, for we are all saving our 
money now to help purchase the ground 
for anew church.” The father was 
surprised, as not being a Christian he 
might well be, at the spirit of self-denial 
in his daughter ; and at New Year’s he 
remarked to the family, “ that with such 
a daughter he could not buy the accus- 


tomed barrel of whisky with which to 


celebrate the annual picnic.” 

One girl, from near Okayama, spent 
the last summer vacation at home sab- 
ected to constant solicitations to visit 
the temples and shrines for worship. 
Patiently and persistently she labored to 
tell them of the trae God, and since her | 


Okayama. When Mr. Atkinson and 
the Misses Dudley and Barrows went to» 
Okayama, this girl wrote again, especi-- 
ally urging the sister to attend the meet 
ings and listen to the truth. God bless-. 
ed the patient labor and prayer, andi 
the sister was among the steady attend~ 
ants on the meetings, and testified tothe 
Kobe sister’s faithfulness and her own. 
desire to serve the Savior. 


In Imabari, (Shikoku) the influence of 
a girl who has been with us two years 
was plainly seen—so they said’ who vis-~. 
ited thefamily. If not Christians, both 
father and mother are almost persuaded 
through the letters only of the daugh- - 
ter; for she has not beem home in the 
two years, and only once has her father - 
come to Kobe to see her. The family 
altar has been erected in their home ;- 
and we trust that, if not so already, 
they will soon be a Christian family. 
Five of our girls are Sabbath-school 
teachers, and the careful attentiom of 
many at daily morning Bible-readings: 
shows a desire to be ready ‘to teach: 
others. Not unfrequently little instances 
of thoughtful self-denial for another 
come to our notice. Our school is not 
self-supporting as our treasury report 
shows ; but when we hear of the stand. 
ard of other girls’ schools, and reflect 
that not until the necessity of Christiam 
culture is felt can we expect the parents- 
to trust their daughters away from home. 
among strangers, even when they do. 
not begrudge the money for their cup- 
port, we are thankful for the beginning 
we have been able to make. Wehope 
that the five or six girls already prom- 
ised for the next September may not be 
all we may expect as the fruit in that. 
line of the recent trip to Chinkoku and 
Shikoku. 


The first months of the present year 
found our school crowded, but the with- 
drawing of the Osaka pnpils on the~ 
opening day of the Osaka school, and:

We regret to be obliged to report 


that Sawa San, who has been with us 
for two years as teacher of Japanese > 


and arithmetic, has resigned, positively 

declining to remain any longer in the. 
school ; and it will not be easy to fill the: 
vacancy thus made. We have, during 

the past year, greatly felt the want of 
a lady teacher, who should not only in~ 
struct classes, but by her intercourse 
with the pupils help them to retain and 

cultivate their native habits of polite- 
ness. We have tried, since the estab 

lishment of our school, four different 

women, but in each case in was not our 
judgment alone which decided that none 

was better than one who could not com~ 

mand both our confidence and the love 

and respect of the girls. We still hope 

that with our widening circle of ac- 

quaintance the needed helper may be 

forthcoming, but our appeals to our Jap- 

anese friends meet with the answer that 

such a woman as we need is not easily 

found. 

After considerable suspense and de- 
lay we welcomed, during the past year, 
Miss Clarkson, who has left an active 
and congenial sphere of labor at home 
to find, we trust, yet more delightful 
work among the Japanese. ) 

On the whole, as we review the past 
year, our hearts are filled with gratitude 
for the way in which we have been led, 
and with hope for the future that at. 
tendant harvests may gladden the hearts 
of the laborers.

The fourth boy was fed upon pork 
and hominy, varied with occasional 
chickens, and allowed to drink nathing 
but water. It was supposed that under 
this course of treatment strong Baptist 
symptoms would have been developed ; 
but, on the contrary, the boy became a 
sort of cross between a Methodist and 
a Presbyterian. It is Prof. Huxley’s 
opinion that an error was made in his 
diet, although he claims to have fed him 
in accordance with the custom prevail- 
ing in the southern part of the United 
States. 

As for the fifth boy, he was treated 
with special care, with the view of mak- 
ing bim an earnest and able scientific 
person. His diet consisted of roast beef 
and ale, and his playthings were slates 
and pencils, mathematica] instruments, 
specimens of minerals and fossils, and 
anatomical drawings. Three times every

It 
was his delight to pick in pieces and to 
spoil every beautiful object that came 
within his reach, and to throw stones 
and to hoot at every respectable person 
who passed near his window. It is true 
that he did not believe in the existence 
of a God, but this was a very slight, 
consolation to Professor Huxley after 
being called a bigoted idiot by this 
wretched boy, or told by him that he 
wis a stupid automaton, and he would 
like to disurrange his internal mechan- 
ism with a knife. Of course, the Pro- 
fessor acknowledges the failure of this 
experiment. Nevertheless, in his con- 
templated volume he has been able to 
give the several formule for the produc- 
tion of Swsss Calvinists, Scotch Presby- 
terians and Italian Roman Catholics, 
and by these established beyond con- 
troversy his assertion that religion is the 
result of diet. We must accept Prof. 
Huxley’s account of his experiments 
with the same faith with which we ac- 
cept all his other scientific assertions.— 
[N. Y. Times. 


THE USES OF AN ENEMY. 
Always keep an enemy on hand, a 
brisk, hearty, active enemy. 

Remark the uses of an enemy : 

1. The having one is proof that you 
are somebody. Wishy-washy, empty, 
worthless people never have enemies. 
Men who never move never run against 
anything ; and when a man is thor- 
oughly dead and utterly buried, noth- 
ing ever runs against him. To be run 
against is proof of your existence and 
position; to run against something is 
proof of motion. ) 

2. An enemy is, to say the least, not 


partial to you. He will not flatter. 


He will not exaggerate your virtues. 
It is very probable that he will slightly 
magnify your faults. The benefit of 
that is twofold : it permits you to know 


that you have faults, and are, therefore, 


not a monster, and it makes them of 
such size as to be visible and manage- 
able. Of course, if you have a fault, 
you desire to correct it. Your enemy 
does for you this valuable work which 
you cannot perform. 

3. In addition, your enemy keeps you 
wide awake. He does not let you sleep 
at your post. There are two that al- 
ways keep watch—the lover and the 
hater. Your love watches that you 
may sleep. He keeps off noises, ex- 
cludes light, adjusts surroundings, that’ 
nothing may disturb you. Your hater 
watches that you may not sleep. He 
stirs you up when youare napping. He 
keeps your faculties on the alert. Even 
when he does nothing he will have put 
you in such a state of mind that you 
cannot tell what he will do next, and 
this mental gui vive must be worth 
something. 

4. He is a detective among your 
friends, You need to know -who your 
friends are, and who are’not, and who 
are your enemies. The last of these 
three will discriminate the other two. 
When your enemy goes to one who is 
neither friend nor enemy, and assails 
you, the indifferent one will have noth- 
ing to say, or chime in, not because he 
is your enemy, but because it is so 
much easier to assent than to oppose, 
and especially than to refute. But

Follow your enemy 
around and you will find your friends, 
for he will have developed them so that 
they cannot be mistaken.

FIRM BUTTER WITHOUT ICE. 


A good way to have the butter cool 
without ice is the process of evapora- 
tion, as practiced in India and other 
warm countries. A cheap apparatus is 
a very large-sized, porous, earthen 
flower-pot, with an extra large saucer. 
Half fill the saucer with water, set it in 
a trivet or light stand—such as is used 
for holding hot irons. will do—upon 
this set your butter ; over the whole in- 
vert the flower-pot, letting the tep rim, 
of it rest in and be coverel by the 
water ; then close the hole in the bot- 
tom of the flower-pot with a cork, and 
dash water over the flower-pot. Re- 
peat the process several times a day, 
or whenever it looks dry. If set in a 
cool place, or where the wind can blow 
on it, it will rapidly evaporate the 
water from the pot, and the butter 
will be as firm and cool as if from an 
ice-house.

Western states, and there have been 
slight frosts in parts of the South. We 
may, therefore, conclude that the worst 
is past, that the terrible fever will take 
on a milder type, and that the number 
of new cases will gradually diminish. 
Bat it will be many weeks yet before 
the need of great assistance will cease. 
The waste of human life and energy, 
and the waste of property, by sickness, 
death, and suspension of business have 
been enormous, It is gratifying to know 
that money has flowed in equal to the 
demand, and that comparatively little 
suffering has ensued from want of means, 
And there is ground for thankfulness in 
the fact that the plague has invaded so 


few cities, and confined itself to a narrow 
belt of territory. 


A poem on another page is ‘the Ja- 
ment of a Pitcairne young lady. Some 


the British ship ‘‘ Bounty,” in 1790, 
mutinied, set the captain and others 
adrift, and took the vessel with twelve 
women and six men from Tahiti, to Pit- 
cairne Island, in the South Pacific, 
where they destroyed the craft and be- 
gan a settlement. They were there 
many years before the locality was 
known to the civilized world. John 
Adams, the one Englishman who sur- 
vived all the perils of the earlier years, 
had a Bible and a Prayer book, and be- 
came the religious teacher of the grow- 
ing numbers. His work was so good 
that the Pitcairne Islanders were found 
to be a moral and religious community, 
when the world discovered their retreat. 
The island is only two and a half miles 
long and one mile wide. It is salu- 
brious and productive, but too small 
for a large and civilized people to flour- 
ish in. About twenty years ago the in- 
habitants, nearly two hundred in 
number, were offeréd a new home on 
Norfolk Island, (whence the Norfolk 
[sland Pine of our yards in San Fran- 
cisco,) and removed to it, though a few 
afterwards returned. It was in view of 
that proposed removal that the poem 
sent us for republication was written. 
It shows that there is “no place like 


home,” and that “ home is home how- 
ever homely. 


In Mr. Beecher’s sermon at Dr. ' Dwi- 
nell's Church, Sacramento, on the para- 
ble of the good Samaritan, the fullowing 
paragraph occurred: “Is there no 
class of men in California that has been 
stripped, beaten, and cast out? Is 
there any class that the great organs of 
opinion are flaying, night and day? Is 
there any class in California that are 
being hunted by the ignoraut and bar- 
baric disposition, and that are not allow- 
ed a place, nor a chance, nor a show of 
humanity ; all of whose faults are 
picked up and paraded, and all of 
whose virtues are sunk? [ do not un- 
tertake to say that the problem of for- 
eign immigration is a simple one, nor an 
easy one of solution. The grand ques- 
tion of the future will be: What shall 
be the national policy in regard to the 
incoming of a mass of men from other 
lands? There may be two sides to 
that question, and on that question I 
pass no judgment. But with regard 
to these that are among us, they ‘are 
here, they are God’s men; and if they 
are ignorant, if they are vicious, then 
all the more they are your wards. They 
are God’s orphans in this land; and if 
there is any Christianity in the land, 
this is the time in which it will show 
itself, and stand up and defend the poor 
and needy against ruthless violence and 
outrageous wrong. I do not undertake 
to say that you are to invite to these 
shores the myriads that may hereafter 
seek to come. I have my own opinion 
about that; but I am not called to 
speak about it to-day. But so far as 
you have them among you, they are 
God’s people, put under your care; and 
by the hope of your own salvation, 
by fear of the judgment day, by all 
that there is in the humanity of Christ 
himself, I bid you beware how you 
tread under your feet any human being, 
however poor he may be, for in the 
day of judgment the Samaritan will 
rise up against you. The worse they 
are, the more imperious is your duty 
of charity, sympathy, kindness, defence, 
and succor.”

But more is true: Every other capac-

carefully trained, and scientific know- 
ledge and culture may work vast 
changes on all the other \parts of our 
natures, and still the spiritual capacity 
be empty, the religious faculty de- 
based, and the inner conscience be full 
of darkness. Hence, it may come to 
pass that “the darkness in which the 
ungodly grope may coexist with the 
brightest attainments of civilization, 
and the consummate luster of taste. 
The soul may be all light except in its 
spiritual sense ; there be all darkness.” 
There were knowledge and philosophy 
enough at Athens and Corinth in the 
days of the Apostle; yet for lack of 
light in the spiritual faculty the preach- 
ing of the cross was, to the great multi- 
tude, foolishness. And then, as now, 
many who were cultivated and enlighten 
ed, walking in wonder, delight and ap- 
preciation through most other realms of 
knowledge and thought, had no plea- 
sure in the field of things spiritual, 
and wandered through it, if they did 
not entirely shun it, without clear see- 
ing, without interest, zest, or pure joy. 
And the Gospel is hid to many “ in 
‘whom the god of this world hath 
blinded the minds of them that believe 
not, lest the light of the glorious gospel 
should shine unto them.” 


When the religious faculty, the spirit. 
ual capacity, is neglected, unused, sur- 
red over, and left to ignorance, ergor, 
doubt, and superstition, it has analogies 
with some other special faculties, For 
example; some have no. ears attaned 
to musical harmonies, beauties, and 
glories; and these would hear only 
noise, confusion, jar, and the braying of 
instruments in the performing of some 
grand oratorio; while the educated mu- 
sician of refined. taste would listen and 
feel an inspiration, and fancy himself 
already amid the anthems of heaven. 
And thus, just as one without capacity, 
or educated capacity, for form and col- 
or is low, ignorant, and darkened in 
respect. to painting and statuary; and 
just as one with no ear for sound, or no 
trained and cultured faculty for music, 
is ignorant, blind, deaf, and dark re- 
garding the science, language, and pow- 
er of music—though otherwise an intel- 
ligent and educated person; so in mat- 
ters spiritual’ and religious, there are 
hundreds that, having eyes, see not; 
having ears, hear not, and do not com- 
prehend, though otherwise well 
formed. Their capacity for things 
spiritual, their religious faculty, has 
been dwarfed, belittled, and almost ex- 
tinguished, and their souls are in the 
darkness. And the practical question 
is, How shall they emerge from the 
darkness and come into the light ?

Neither has he ever_ lost his identity as 
a friend of Home Missions.. .When he 
said, “ Come and talk to us,’”’ we under- 
stood the signs; we were sure of a hear- 
ing. People as well as pastor 
were ready for the maps, and the story 
of .the country’s.greatness, growth, and 
fatare, distinctly illuminated by

Perhaps so ; it would seem too much. 
In bulk. it is big. Let us then come at 
it by little. Make the maximum fif- 
teen cents a month. “ Oh, that is easy ; 
nobody will mind that.” But that will 
azgregate $180. That will leave only 
$20 to be lumped off by the annual col- 
lection or the Sunday-school. But work 
to gather up the fifteen cents! Yes, 
that’s the rub. The Woman’s Board 
knows that by heart—all of it. That 
is just what our Santa Cruz friends are 
going to consider. The motion is before 
them ; it it ably seconded, and—and— 
perhaps it will pass. If it does, it means 
dollar for dollar. 

THE PERMANENT COMMITTEE 


at a full meeting last week considered 
the matter in sober earnest. ‘They saw 
and felt the difficultiesin the way. It 
means $1,000 for a church of 500 mem- 
bers. Yet with a less sum than fifteen 
cents a month, the work is in danger 
of standing still—of retrograding. It 
postpones an auxiliary indefinitely. An 
“application” from one of our Home 
Missionary churches for $300 had ac. 
tually to be laid on the table, because 
the Committee were not prepared to 
promise it in view of the state of the 
treasury. A motion was passed request- 
ing the Chairman, Rev. Dr. Stone, “ to 
lay before the churches at the meeting 
of General Association the facts which 
seem to demand the gift of two dollars 
a resident-member to sustain the opera- 
tions of the Home Missionary Society in

WHAT THE BIRDS ACCOMPLISH. 
The swallows, swift, and nighthawk 
are the guardians of the atmosphere. 
They check the increase of insects that 
otherwise would overload it. Wood- 
peckers, creepers, and chickadees are 
the guardians of the trunks of trees, 
Warblers and fiy-catchers protect the 
foliage. Blackbirds, crows, thrushes, 
and larks protect the surface of the 
soil.

PRESERVING EGGS. 

To four gallons of boiling water add 
half a peck of new lime, stirring it 
some time. When cold, remove any 
hard lumps with*a course sieve; add 
ten ounces of salt and three ounces of 
cream of tartar, and mix the whole 
thoroughly. The mixture is to stand a 
fortnight before using. The eggs are 
to be packed as closely as possible, and 
to be kept closely covered up. This is 
Professor Corbett’s recipe for liming 
eggs. Ata meeting of the New York 
Farmer’s Club, where the subject was 
discussed, the following plan was giv- 
en: A layer of slaked lime is wet to a 
consistency that will allow the eggs to 
stand upright in it. ©The bottom layer 
must be two inches thick ; the eggs are 
stuck into this, small end downward, 
close, but not touching; over these a 
fresh mixture of slaked lime is poured, 
and the process continued until the ves- 
sel is full. Many dealers prefer coating 
the eggs with melted paraffine. This is 
done by simply dipping them into the 
mixture. 


ANOTHER SQUIRREL EXTERMINA- 
TOR. 

The Los Angeles “ Herald” gives 

the following recipe for killing squirrels: 

Saturate a piece of old cotton cloth, say 


sprinkle powdered sulphur over it. The 
cloth thus prepared must be placed in 
the hole; and, after setting fire to it, 
shoved some distance into the squirrel- 
hole. The mouth of the hole must
